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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

The applicant argued that Chien fails to disclose an elongate shaft having a distal end with a coil assembly attached thereto. It was 
argued that catheter assembly 200 of Chien includes the shaft AND parts of the coil assembly so that the coil assembly cannot be viewed 
as being attached to the distal end of the shaft. However, it should be noted that the limitations for the elongate shaft in the independent 
claims do not prevent the shaft from including any additional structures. That is, the claims use the open-ended transitional phrase 
"comprising", which allows for other structures to be present in the shaft portion, such as parts of the coil assembly. More specifically, the 
portion of the shaft portion of Chien that includes the closely spaced braided portions are being viewed as the "elongate shaft" having a 
lumen. Integrally attached to that elongate shaft is a distal end portion having braided portions that are spaced wider than the proximal 
portion of the shaft, which is being viewed as the coil assembly. This is illustrated in the attached figure in page 3 of the Office action 
mailed on 9/18/07 and is better illustrated in the attached figure. 

Furthermore, the applicant argued that the braided portion of Chien does not include a "a second coil that is disposed around a first coil". 
The applicant argued that the term "around" is defined as "on all sides; encircling". However, the definition for the term "around" is not 
limited to that single recited definition. For instance, "around" can also mean "on all OR various sides", as provided by the Merriam- 
Webster Online Dictionary (www.m-w.com). Therefore, since the braided portions of Chein includes two strands that are interwoven, one 
can reasonaby convey that the two strands contact each other on "various sides" (using one of the broadest reasonable interpretation for 
the term "around"). It should also be noted that the applicant has not provided any special definition for the term "around". 

The arguments regarding the 35 USC 103 rejections are based on the Chien reference failing to disclose a coil assembly, and has been 
addressed in the response above. 
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
